No. 18/1/58-E.I. — For existing paragraphs 1, 2, 3, 8(b), 21 
and 23, tne following paragraphs should be substituted in the 
Commission’s Notice No. F. 18/1/58-E.I. published in the 
gazette of India dated the 13th December 1958 : - — 

The Union Public Service Commission will hold an ex- 
amination at ALLAHABAD, BANGALORE, BOMBAY, 
CALCUTTA, DELHI, HYDERABAD, LUDHIANA, 
MADRAS, NAGPUR, PATNA and SHILLONG and at such 
Indian Missions abroad as considered necessary in April, 
1959, for recruitment to vacancies reserved for Scheduled 
Tribes in Grade IV (Assistants) of the Central Secretariat 
Service and of the Railway Board Secretariat Service. 

” The centres are liable to be changed at the discretion of 
the Commission. Candidates accepted for admission to the 
examination will be informed at what place, at what time 
and on what dates they should present themselves. 

2. The number o f vacancies in Grade IV of the Central 
Secretariat Service to be filled on the results of this ex- 
amination will he announced later and the number in 
Grade IV (Assistants) of the Railway Board Secretariat 
Service is expected to be 8. A proportion of these vacan- 
cies will be reserved for persons belonging to the catego- 
ries mentioned in paragraph 8(b) of these rules.

TRY OF RAILWAYS AND THE STAFF ARE NOT 
LIABLE TO TRANSFERS TO OTHER MINISTRIES AS 
IN THE CENTRAL SECRETARIAT SERVICE. 

3. The staff employed in the Ministry of Railways are 
entitled to the privilege of Passes and PTO’s on completion 
of one year’s service on the same scale as that admissible 
to railway employees. 

4. The service in the Ministry of Railways is pensionable 
and the pension rules are similar to those of the other 
Civil Departments of the Government of India. However, 
like all railway employees, the candidates nominated to 
the Ministry of Railways will subscribe compulsorily to 
non-contributory State Railway Provident Fund at the 
rate of 1 / 12th of basic pay including dearness pay.
